Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 1 , 
2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 17-23 and 25-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1,13 and 20, applicant has 
amended the claims to include the allowable subject matter of claims 6, 16 and 24 
(which are now cancelled). The reasons for allowance of said claims was indicated in 
the Office Action mailed June 14, 2005. Claims 2-5 and 7-12 depend, either directly or 
indirectly, from claim 1 . Claims 17-19 depend, either directly or indirectly from claim 13. 
Claims 21-23 and 25 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 20. These claims 
are therefore allowed for at leas the same reasons. 

Regarding claim 26, applicant has incorporated the allowable subject matter of 
claim 14 (which is now cancelled). The reasons for allowance of said claim was 
indicated in the Office Action mailed June 14, 2005. Claim 27 depends from claim 26 
and is therefore allowed for at least the same reasons.
